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FROM THE EDITORS 


This week | will highlight the recent decision by ex-socceroo coach 
Frank Arok to not re-apply for the position he ali« ady held. His decision 
not to apply for the position must be app!au Jed as | do not think that any- 
one should be subject to so much ridicule. 


Just stop and think for a while whether you or anyone you know has 
had to apply for a job you already held. The only conclusion | can draw 
from this sort of situation is that it gives people who obviously don’t know 
any better an opportunity to say.... “well, he wasn’t sacked”... “look, he 
didn’t even apply for the job”... “he obviously didn’t want the job”. 


One must look at the state of Australian Soccer before Arok’s 
emergence and the way it is now today. Well gone are the whipping boy 
times and Australia has now emerged as something to be cautious 
about. | bet my last dollar that every citizen in Argentina was stunned 
when they heard their country was well and truly trounced by the little 
known Australia in the bi-centennial cup. Will we ever forget seeing the 
Yugoslav national coach totally flustered as his team was defeated by the 
Aussies at the Olympic Games. Have we all forgotten that Arok’s army 
defeated the likes of Vasco De Gama, Udinese and Tottenham Hotspurs 
in a tournament here in Melbourne only 41/2 years ago. | can never forget 
seeing the Scotland team walk off the field at Olympic Park after a hard 
90 minute slog.... their faces wore a huge sigh of relief. 


Only time will tell whether the decision to advertise the job was the 
right one. If it succeeds and | sincerely hope it does then the decision 
makers need to be applauded. If not where do we go from there. The 
years between Rate Rasic and Frank Arok were very lean.... can we 
afford a repeat. Once something turns negative it needs a multiple of 
positives in order to get it back to a stable point. A stable point is where 
Arok has Australia now, and from here it is to build a better team and if 
you look at the likes at their disposal one can only look upon the Soc- 
ceroos future with confidence. Does someone else come along and take 
all the credit for someone else’s hard work. 


Frank Arok was able to achieve a lot despite having a semi-profes- 
sional competition to chose his players from. The National Soccer 
League if you remember had 24 teams at one stage and with an average 

Lo 
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of 18 players per squad, Arok had to keep tabs on approximately 432 
players. If each team had say 2 players each that were worthy of National 
Team Selection then he would require an intimate knowledge of 48 
players. | challenge anyone out there to give me a thorough description 
of just 5 players that play for a club outside ours. The lack of extensive 
television coverage of the game allows little scope for research on 
players as well. On top of this don’t forget that in Australia we play “small 
time soccer” in “an.enormous size country”. 


Off the field antics by Arok were loved by the Australian public. He 
grabbed the non-soccer followers attention and even though descrip- 
tions of the man ranged from crazy to mad... the public had a passion for 
him. Our television crews were obviously awake to his appeal as | have 
never seen a coach sitting on the sidelines in any sport get so much expo- 
sure. 


Speculation about the salary level for the position must have startled 
Arok and if it is true that the salary has been trebled then there are people 
out their who have got some hard questions to answer. What if none of 
the applicants shape up to Arok? | don’t know of anyone paying a 4th year 
apprentice more money than a tradesman. What if the successful applic- 
ant demands more training camps and more games both here and 
abroad... does he obtain what Arok has been pleading for many years. 
This reminds me of an ex-National Soccer League coach who for years 
was telling his committee that in order for the club to get up the ladder 
they had to buy better players. He was getting the same answer year 
after year... no money! Therefore the coach was forced to seek out other 
clubs rejects and as expected the clubs position on the ladder never 
improved and you guessed it he got the sack. Along comes a new coach 
who asks for the same thing as the previous one ... a better quality of 
player ... and for some unknown reason a bottomless pit of money 
emerges. The Club buys a better quality of player, the team picks up from 
the previous year and you have a committee there smarting over their 
decision to change coaches. 


The idea of bringing a coach from overseas could prove disastrous. 
What Arok had as a plus was one, he was on the coaching staff of a 
National Team in Europe and two, the time he was in Australia prior to his 
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socceroo appointment gave him enough time to soak up some sort of 
knowledge of the Australian style of play and the characters of the 
players. What if his successor has plans to drastically alter the playing 
style. If you look at Arok’s methods you will see a similarity to that played 
at club level. Can the Socceroo players adapt from one playing style 
which they train at 3-4 nights per week and then adapt to another at train- 
ing camps at 3 month intervals. | have personally been critical of the Eng- 
land National Teams playing styles in International games (particularly 
the European Championship of 1988). If you look at the English clubs 
record in European Cups then you will probably realise what | am on 
about. 


| personally regard the fortunes of the Socceroos as the single most 
important thing in the future of the game in Australia. You can give me 
summer soccer, ethnic names, no ethnic names, yankee names, bal- 
loons, television advertisements, full page newspaper advertisements 
etc. but nothing can awaken the sleeping giant more than participation at 
a World Cup. The impact of gaining entry to the World Cup in 1974 was 
enormous. So much so, | will tell you about my experiences as a 12 year 
old school boy at the time. In those days the wogs played soccer and the 
aussies played Australian rules football. When Australia made the World 
Cup everyone was playing soccer. All over the sports field at lunch break 
were games of soccer being played... everyone was talking soccer... 
everyone learnt to pronounce names like Rate Rasic and Branko Bul- 
jevic... and we even beat up a German kid when West Germany beat us 
3-0. | can never forget the time that a classmate (who hated soccer by the 
way) got up in the early hours of the morning to watch Australian play 
against East Germany in our first ever World Cup game. After the game 
he went back to sleep and ended up sleeping in and arrived late to school 
that day. He confronted the teacher to tell her why he was late and was 
absolutely stunned to hear her reply which went something like this... 
“Oh well, | suppose its a pretty important occasion”... 


Had Australia been successful in making a few World Cups since 
1974 | can guarantee you that commercial television stations would be 
quering up to televise soccer at the National League level. 


| mentioned earlier in the year about building on good things and not 
making mistakes and repeating them with similar decisions. What has 
happened with Frank Arok reeks of post 1974 and | only hope that in five 

years time | will be writing on how stupid and wrong | was.
